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THE STEAMSHIP. DISASTERS. 


Arrival at New York of the Unfortu: 
nates of the Mosel and 
Deutschland. 


Stories of the Wreck-+-More About tho 
Dynamite Explosion and Its 
Author, 


New York Heralé, Jan. 3. 

The passengers of the steamship Deutschland, 
who were lucky enough to escape from the wréck 
of that ill-fated vessel, wept back to Bremer- 
baven for the purpose of being reshipped to 
New York. ‘likey went on board the German 
Lloyd's steamer Mosel, and just as this ship was 
about to weigh anchor for America, a number of 
them were killed by the explosion of a machine 
which Thomassen had coatrived for the pur- 
pose of Wholesale slaughter on the high 
By this terrible explosion no less than 


ge25. 
eighty human beings were launched -into 
‘eternity, and 200 more became maimed 


for hfe or suffered from wounds of different 
kinds, The Mosel was too much injured to be 
sent on her voyage, and the passengers who 
were to have gone on her, ipcluding the remain- 
der of those rescued from the Deutschland, had 
to be transferred to the steamship Salier. The 
Salier, with uineteen eabin and forty-five steer- 
age passengers from the Deutschlaud, and twen- 
ty ove cabin aud sixty-eight steerage passengers 
trum the Mose! on board, left Bremerhaven for 
New York on the 16th ulf., and on the 18th 
touched at Southampton. While the passengers 
remained at that port the gum of £1,200, which 
had been collected by varigus persons iu Lon- 
don who sympathized with their sufferings, was 
divided pro rate among them. After the Salier 
left Southamptoa she encbuatered very heavy 
weather for several days, aud fell in with a suc- 
cession ens fogs between Newfoundland 
aud New York. She cautioasly worked her way 
westward, eutered the upper bay yesterday 
moroivg at 7 o’elock, reachbd ber dock in II- 
boken ut a quarter after 11 p’clock, and at noon 
she was moored at ner berth.

THE DYNAMITE DISASTER. 

THE ACCOUNT OF MR. [RBOERNEMANN. 
Mr. Boernemann, of Philadelphia, took his 
return passage by the steamer Mosel, Capt. 
Francke. At the time of the dynamite explo- 
non he was standing on boatd the vessel, abou: a 
rouple of paces from the steps of the saloon 
door. He suddenly felt a terrible shock and 
zeard @ dréndful noise as of heavy artillery. 
fo his utter horfor and consternation he saw a 


‘tloudy mass of human beiégs thrown up into 


the aff as far as his sight cofld reach. He felt 
in immense shock, as if some ponderous body 


‘ gad fallen upon him; but hé was not physically 


burt, although the shock to his peryous system 
wae so gieat that he has been sick ever since 
Phe biackened, ‘burned, aut torn limbs of the 
auhappy victimes fell in a shower on the deck, 
vespattering it witn their blood and shapeless 
remains. Tbe exjlosion tdok place amidships, 
between the second cabin aud the wheel- 
house. Mr. Boernetwanu was thrown off his feet 
dy the shock end concussipn. The scene was 
Frrible to witness. No ove knew what to do. 
Four dead bodies aud a large Dumber of wound- 
od people fell on various parts of the ship, Lt 
seemed to be a common impuise for those who 
had escaped uninjured to rich toward the stern 
of the ship. Ine vessel was very seriously dam- 
aged forward; park of the bow was Llown away 
At the moment 
of tha explosion the steain tug Simson came 
slong under the bons of the Mosel and two 
wagous apf roached her frdm Llovds’ Hall, ove 
with the mail and the otver contamiug goods. 
lhe whoie was taken toward the steamer by 
hand carts; and when-the last of these, having 
four cases and a barrel oy board, was unloaded 
om the steamer, the great explosion was heard 
Eigaty persous were killed or have died of their 
wounds, aud 200 suffered injuries more or leas 
serious. Mr. Boerhemaunh’s wife, sister-in-law, 
and daughter, were at the steamer, and they re- 
teu ved bim as one given up by the tomb. 
AN INTERVIEW Wirz THOMASSEN. 

When Custom-House Iuspfetor Banks bad fin- 
ished examining the scanty baggage of Mr. 
Charles P. Mueller, human hair merchant of 
Milwaukee, Mr. Mueller told the foilowing story 
ter pectung Luomassen: 

SAW THOMASSEN, |THE FIEND, 
on the Mosel while going down the cabin-stairs. 
as being from Milwaukee, 
and I said, ‘Excuse me, bab are you not from 
Milwaukee?’ He said. ‘Nb, su; I am from 
the United States, but oct. from Milwaukee.’ 
Ibis reply was gived in German — Ich bin nicht 
aus Milwaukee, aber ‘von der Vereinigten 
Staaten. 1 said to bim. persistingly, ‘I thought 
you were from M.iwaukee.’ He then said. You 
may have geen me there, as I have traveled 
cote ap the States pretty extensively.’ 1 asked 
him if he was going first or second cabin. as, I 
told bim, I was gang second cabin. He replied 
that he was going um be Saldon, aud added, * We 
can be together, aDyWway, Our ¢@vpversation 
was only carried of in Gefman at the com- 
meacement; subsequently in English.“ 

RBeporter—1 suppose von liked bis apvearance 
and wero prepossessed by his manners ? 

Mr. Mueiler—L thought the looked a good, 
clever fellew, and [I liked his appearance. and

Lasked the steward what had happened and he 


told me be thought the toiler bad burst, and 1 
bed that was vot possible, ag I bad seen bodies 


and portions of bodies flying through the ar, I 
walked tuen asif ib a dream and could hardly 
collect my thoughts. I then went forward and 
saw the deck covered with dead bodies and 
pools. of biood. The badies were mostly 
btripped of their clothing. Some were perfectly 

naked. I covered ip the nakedness of several 
of the dead, both men and women. TI saw a He- 
brew on a trunk strip ped of his clothing, and 
apparentiy wounded ; his bead was falling back 
apd he appeaied to be suffogating. I took some 
bedclothes out of a trunk burst open bv the ex- 
piosion, and made a comfortable seat for him. 
Five minutes afvervard he died. A sailor kindly 
brought mim some water, but bis month was 
fled with coagulated blood, and he could not 
bwallow the water. I then attended a young 
dy screaming for help, Henude d of all her 
rlothing from her watst. 1 covered her over 
with some sheeting. She stid she was wounded 
in her back. She had been struck with a bar of 
iron from the deck-railuigs. Se was taken to 
Loi's Hotel, and was recdvering when we ieft 
Vremen. 

THOMASSEN’S SUICIDE. 

Shortiy after tow I heard tha: a man hid at- 
tempted to commit suicide after locking his 
cabin door. This was tqld me by Meyer, the 
steward. I wanted to get away from the ship, 
as | though: we might bare aborher explosion. 
aud such. in fact, was the eral belief. I then 
went ashore to a hotel ing my way through 
apile of dead bodies, ostiy torn in piece 
Consisting of beads, arme, legs, and trunks of 
bodies lving both on the ship and on the wharf.

I asked, wuen I got 
there, what kindof a mah it was who had at- 
tempted to conmmit suicide, and from the descrip- 
ton given me I came to the conclusion that the 
man wmirht possibly be the individual I had met

Thomessen's wife aud child came to see bim. 
but che Bremerhaven police gave out that she 
kuew nothing of his fiendish crime. This may 
onlv be 4 ruse on therr part, however. A ductor, 
who knew whereof he spoke, told me that 
Thomasser was constantly suoplicatiug his med- 
ical attendants to remove the bullet out of his 
head. Such an operation would doubtless have 
precipitated his death, aud perbaps preventeu 
ihe world knowing of bis fearful coufession. 

With réference to my individual loss, I may 
mention that 1 lost 128 pounds of human hair by 
the explosion, which cost me about 35 Prussian 
thalera, aod for which I intend to-morrow asking 
the ageuts of the North German Lloyd Steam. 
ship Company in this city to make reparation. I 
also lost six pieces of valuable ak I was bring- | 
ing out to make dresses for my wife, and all my 
baggage.

THE DEUTSCHLANO’S LOSS. 


A GRAPHIC STORY OF THE WRECK, 

George Frederich, a young man whose resi- 
dence is in Albany, N. I., and who was born in 
this country, gave to the writer an account of his 
experiente at the wreck of the Deutschland. At 
half - past 6 o’clock in the morning of the 6th of 
Decembor (said Mr. Frederich), the Deutschland 
struck thie sands of Kentish Knock, near Har- 
wich. Son afterward the steward gave orders 
to ali to provide themselves with life-pre- 
servers. Iwo boats were put off with 
three Sailors, who were told to apprise 
those On shore of the condition of the vessel. 
One mah, named John Nichol, attempted, to 


struck over the bands with an iron bolt by one 
of the crew and had to release bia hold on the 
boat. He was drowned. Atter the boat lef, 
the crew, who had been drinking, commenced 
to quarrél on the deck of the Deutschland, and 
some of them were severely cut in tbe melee. 
All the ‘passenge:s were put to work at the 
bumps, and worked till 10 o’viock Monday nigbt. 

Tbe Devtor of the vessel told the ladies and 
children, that they were to remain in the first 
cabin, and when the water rose, too high in the 
cabin 'théy were to proceed to the upper deck. 
The water rose 4 feet in the cabin and the 
women and children climbed up on the tables. 
When if rose to8 feet they found all means 
of egress blocked, and the skyligbt throngh 
which they were told they might reach thé up- 
per deck was fasteued down. None of thecrew 
went to the rescue, most of them at that time 
being iu the rigging, In the first cabin I saw 2 
man bo had been drowued in the cabin with 
hie overgoat, vest, and pantaloons’ pockets cut 
out. At half. past 10 on Wednesday moruiug 1 
got ou # raft. On that raft were seventy-fHlve 
persons, thirty-five of whom were washed off. 
The rewainder were taken on board the steamer 
Liverpool, of Harwich. The asilors, for the 
most part, were drunk, and fought hxe demona 
over the spoils they had collected from the peo- 
ple woo were. druwned in the cabin. Of five 
Franciscaa auns on the Deutechiaod four were 
drowned, and when their bodies were found it 
was discovered that they had been despoiled of 
several gold riogs, Crosses, ete. 

THE DEULSCHLAND’S CREW INEFFICIENT. 

Mr. aud Mis. Fravz Hamm, of Dal as County, 
Tex., aud their two children were on the ill-fatea 
Deutschland. Mrs. Hamm and her children at 
the timerof the wreck weie in the firet cabin with 
the rest of the ladies and children, and would 
have been drowned there were it not for the ex- 
ertions e Mr. Hamm. He broke bis way 
tfrough ihe skvligbt, carried bis children one by 
one, aud then his wife, till he placed them all in 
the rigging, where they remained from 2 o'clock 
in the morving till 2 o'clock in the afternoon of 
the och of December. When they were taken off 
they were almost frozen. Mr. Hamm is pro- 
uouueed i bis denunciation of the management 
of the Deutschland. He states that there was 
vo discipline among the craw, aud tliat, with the 
exception of the Captain, all officers seemed to 
have los}.their beace. If a determined and or- 
ganized effort had been made by the crew, Mr. 
Hamm & ates, not oue woman or child would 
have been lost. 

4 BEREAVED MAX. 

On the Brenien pier in Hoboken yesterday 
morning: was a man named Jou Rinderer, of 
No. 549 Beventh av enue, with two friends. Mr. 
Rinderei’s wife aud child. a little girl about 3 
years of age. left for a visit to Germany in Sep- 
tember fast, and started ja the Deutschland on 
their reburn. Mr. Rinderer coula get nothing 
autnentic from the Steamship Company's ot 
cials Or from apy other source as to whether his 
fumily was lost or saved. He had with bun yes- 
terday morning photographs of his wife and 
child, abd be waited anvxionsly. After some 
time be aud bis f:iends made their way on board 
the Saifer, the photographs were shown, aud 
were resognized by several of his conntrymen. 
Mis. Haftum, who had been a fellow passenger 
of Mrs. Babette Rinderer ov the steamer Spain. 
recognized the portraits at once, and gentle 


informed the heart-brokeo husband and 
father that his wife and child, she 
thought, had been drowned in the cabin. 


Nothing bad been seen of them at Harwich, 
neither ‘bad their bodies been discov ered. 
Several Other ladies who knew Mrs, Rinderer 
confirmed the story, and Mr. Rinderer gave way 
to his grief and cried like a child. The women 
crowded around him, but the disconsolate mau 
broke away, and, with the pictures of his loved 
ones clasped to his heart, walked off the chip 
pier, followed by his friends. 
INTERVIEW WITH WILLIAM PLETH. 

Mr. William Pieth, of Philadelphia, an intelfi- 
gent German-American, vo was a second cabin 
passenger op the Deutechi@ad, gave toa Herald 
reporter the following graphic account of bis 
shipwreck on the Kentish Knock. On Dec. 5 
we ex, érienced heavy weather and encountere 
a snow-sto:m. The windbew hard from the 
northwest and the sea ran high. Being unable 
to sleep 1 got up out of bed at about 4 o'clock 
in the morning of the 6th. Iu an cs or 80 
after ward I felt that something was wrong, for 
the ship began to bump as if aground and the 
waves té bieak on deck. Wuen I got on deck a 
sea washed over it and threw me down. | got 
up aud made an astempt to get into one of 
the two starbbard Iifeboais that were 
being ‘launched by some of the crew 
and petfy officers. I was able to get one leg into 
the boat, but the sailors ejected me by force, 
eaying, We don’t wagt anv passengers in here: 
there are enough of us,” At that time but six 
men wefe in the boat. I hung on by the davits 
and gotdown on the deck again, but only to be 
ovee more immersed in a heavy sea. A*® soon as 
the vessel struck some of the crew made for the 
boats. Parties of these men obtained possession 
of the two starboard lite-boats. The firet of 
these that left the ship's side was speedily cap- 
sized, and all in her perished. The boat that I 
wanted to get into was that which was success- 
fully cdmducted to Harwich by Quartermaster 
Meyer. After being ejected from the boat the 
sea washed over me several times, but I map- 
aged to keep myself from being taken overboard. 
‘The thaed oilicer came along and told the pas- 
sengers not to be afraid, saying, After this we 
will have no high water.” In a short time the 
first engineer came along and told the paasen- 
gers that they must 

MAN THE PUMPS, 
of which there wore three—one in the steerage. 
one on deck. and another in the second cabin. 
assisted iu wos ting the pumps until near dinner 
time. Toward night the wind tncreased in force, 
the ship lurched heavily, and 1 was thrown down 
in tue dee sige of the second cabin. Two 
stewards raised me up and placed me ou a 
lounge, whefe I lav fora long time ineensiole. 
Here 1 femained from 2 o’clock until near 5, at 
which latter time I recovered my consciousness. 
I was alarmed to see the second cabin floor cov- 
ered with water, and at once made my way up- 
stairs fo the first saloon. The pumps were 
stopped, by order of the first engineer, at 9 
o'clock in the morving (Monday, Dec. 6), who 
said nothing further could be dene, as the ship 
was fulf of water. The second cabin was then 
submerged, and the water began to rise in the 
first callin. At about 10 o’elock the second and 
mney otfeers, with the purser, came into the 
firet cafin, where nearly all of the passengers 
were sembled, and advised teem to 
get on fhe tables where the water would prevent 
them from standing on the floor. At 1 o'clock 
the wathr rose su fast that it reached the height 
of the @ining-saloon tables. covered them, and 
still continued to rise. The people then com- 
menced to climb up on the tables; the water 
continuing to rise all the time until those on the 
tables here up to their arm-pits iu it. All thi 3 
time the storm raged ana the ship labot ed heavi- 
ly, The Captaia aad other officers were in the 
main cabin from 1 o'clock io the morning, but 
went og deca several times by wading up to their 
necks th reach the saloon gangway. Ia this man- 
ner also some of the passengers ‘passed out and 
in. Atabout half-past 2 o'clock in the morning 
some amous tbe passengers remarked that 
— tae water would get too bh gh for them to 
＋＋ erer tables they could break a hole through 
the skwlight and so escape on deck. This was 
attempted, but 1 don’t know with what success. 
Iv wading to the gangva, the men genecally 
went oat before the women, aud some of these

AND THUS PERISHED. 

Of all the people who were iu the cabin, some 
were drowned there and others escaped on dec« 
to meet the same fate, while the remainder 
were lucky enough to get into the rigging and 
hang on until rescned. I went by the gangway 
up on deck about half-past 2 o'clock. The 
water in some places 3 feet deep, on 
the deck. I tried hard to opeu the cabin 
skylights but could not. Tue larboard 
side of the =p was dry near the wheel- 
bouse. The third officer attempted with me 
to open the vm iy, pod the sea washed both

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of us off our fee caught hold of a line, and 
hoiding on to it, made toward the rigging — the 
larboard side, The ship was not heeled over, 
but the And and Waves came strong from the 
English coast. I got into the shrouds about 
midships at 3 o’tlook. At daylight I saw a num- 
ber of ships and sailboata in the distance, about 
5 or 6 miles off. None of these vessels attempt- 
ed to approach the Deutschland. although re- 
peated sigonis of distress bad been made. I 
baw sitting on the dry part of the deck an old 
geutleman of about 75 years of age, named 
Hammel, from Pennsylvania. He ha a) rope in 
his hand, and seemed nearly frozen to death. 
‘The third officer called out for some one to take 
hi away. This was done, and the poor old man 
was wrapped up in a number of flags in the 
wheelhouse, and, as you see, saved. 
THE SAILORS DID NOTHING 


1 the passengers, They were rough fellows, 


soon sought refuge up the masts. They 
were nearly all half drunk. Two of them (itai- 
laps) broke the compass in the binnacle. When 
the Captain heard of this he scolded them just a 
httle. They told bim to mind his own business 
and look out for the ship. After 9 o’clock the 
oflicers told the pagsengers to come down from 
the rigging. The wind then calmed, and tie 
tide being low left the deck dry. Some provis- 
ions were hunted up. The women and children 
who remained in the cabin tried to come on 
deck, and some of them were saved, but ovhers 
were drowned. At half-past 10 o'clock the ship 
Liverpool approacied; she anchored 200 yards 
off, and sent us two boats that took off two 
loads of women and children, after which this 
vessel came alongside the Dentchiand, and tool 
the remaining passengers off about noon. Dur- 
ing the night I saw twenty or twenty-five dead 
bodies in the cabin. They were of both sexes, 
young and oki. 

During tae above narrative by Mr. Pleth a 
number of his feilow-passengers listened to 
him, and occasionally nodded assent to his state- 
ments.

Foreign advices represent that the grain 
trade of, Russia is in a state of collapse, and 
that a seven? monetary crisis now exists at 
Odessa and other Black Sea ports. One 
eause for t ais depressed condition of affairs 
is stated to ibe the immense falling off in the 
exportation of breadstuffs from Russia. It 
also appears that during the last eight years, 
while this decrease in the Russian export 
trade has been going on, the shipments of 
breadstuffs from the United States to English 
ports have been gradually increasing, until 
the figures, which were largely in favor of 
Russia in 1267, had in 1873 bécome reversed, 
so that in the latter year Great Britain im- 
ported more than twice as much grain and 
flour from this country as was received from 
Russian, ports.

CROOKED WHISKY. 
HOW TO GET RID OF IT. 

The question of what becomes of the crooked 
spirits is one which deserves a thorough investi- 
gation in all its poiats. It has been proven very 
clearly by experience that it ie easy enough to 
manufacture illicit whisky, and that it needs 
only the connivance of two men to enable the 
distiller to run a large amount of goods through 
his establiahmeot without paying the 
Government tax thereon, or at least 
only a part. It ia the intent of the Government 
laws to prevent the distiller from getting his 
crooked product upon the market after he has 
made it, and to this end the Revenue Depart- 
ment keeps a vigilant eye on the rectifying 
houses, which are the nataral outlets for the 
stuff, and also upon the wholesale dealers 
through whose houses nearly all the spirits go 
to the retailer and consumer. It is customary— 
and the custom is enforced by law—to keep strict 
accounts with rectifiers and wholesale dealers 
as well as with the distillers themselves, and both 
distillers and rectifiers are compelled theoreti- 
cally to show by their books that they do not 
send out apy more splits than they take in. ; 

Having gone thus far, the law appears to 
cover every e of escape for the product 
of the illicit s but, in reality, it leaves open 
avery wide gap by which great quautities of 
crooked whisky are every year put upon the 


market. 
THE VINEGAR PRODUCT 
of the country is a very large one, and within a 
few years it has been found quite possible to 
make the best article out of bighwines, or other 
spits. This product, which is called 2 
vineger, has largely taken the place of the o 
cider-vinegar and that made from a fermenta 
tion of molasses, sugar. or other saccharive 
matter. It is not necessary to show taat the 
rn — thas it — e — 
and other like g or cou 
and better vinegar than any kkeiy to be got from 
cider. 
To estimate 
THE SIZE OF THE VINEGAR INTEREST 
in Chicago, it should be said tha: these are sev- 
enteea vinegar factories in the city, nearly all 
of which use some whisky. A part of this num- 
ber uxe nothing but spirits, and the rest use 
some spirits and some chemicals. No absolute 
statistics can be given as to the amount of vine- 
gar produced by these houses, bui the best esti- 
mate that can be made sote the yearly manu- 
facture at about 80,000 barrels. It must be

ballons of taxable spirite to the 
bar el of vinegar. Thie is the es imate for the 
common viuegar, some imes called single 
vinegar. Some factories make what is called 
* double” vinegar, and ia that case twice this 
quantity of spirits is used. Taking these tigures 
for a basis then, aud assumiog that fully two- 
thirds of the vinegar made is from whisky, it 
appears that about 450,000 taxable gallons of 
spirits are each year used in and near Chicago in 
the manufacture of vinegar. 

It is expecting too much of human nature to 
believe that of this quantity all pays the Rev- 
enue taxes. The reason is obivious. The pickle 
works never keep auv books showing the 
amount of spirits received unie-~s they choose so 
todo. There is no Government regulation com- 
pelliug them to do it. They take in spirits as 
they please, and after they are damped 
into their vais no power on 
can trace them. They are not called upon by 
the Government or any one to aceount for what 
spirits thev receive. They cao buy honest high- 
wines or crooked bighwines, and, inasmuch as 
the latter is much cheaper, it is pot reasonable 
to expect that all of them will go out of their 
way to pay more for their goods thau they are 
compelled to. 

Tots subject has lately received a consider- 
abie share of the 

ATTENTION OF THE GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, 
and tne statement broadiy made by a gentleman 
in the revenue service in this city, who is well 
acquainted with the facts, that not over one- 
fourth of the spirits usedever saw a Gov- 
ernment Gauger. if this be true, it opens a 
considerable avenue of escape for the crooked 
spirits, and shows that some distillers may have 
had a very protitable trade in disposing of their 
ilucit bighwines at about two-thirds the market 
price to the vinegar men. It is stated that one 


) meron distillery in Chisago ran upon the fol-

EASY AND COMPREHENSIVE PLAN : 
they ran a mash of about 800 bushels a day, and 
revorted to the Government 450 to 500 bushels. 
The spirits which came from the 450 reported 
bushels were duly gauged, and on them the tax 
was properly paid, but the other spirits were 
run into the viuegar factories of this city and 
adjacent piaces ou the basis of an équal division 
of the profits. This was a remunerative, if not 
a strictly legal, business for boto parties. 

It may fairly be stated that the particular 
branch of business which s:ands in the most 
danger of Goverument interference at present is 
the manufacture of crooked viveger. The size 
of the steal said to be perpetrated by vinegar 
works will aggregate nearly $300,006 a year on 
the basis of the figures given above, which are, 
as before ptdted, giveu by an official who has had 
the best opportunity to know, and who bas made 
the subject a particular study for some time 
past.

RUSSIA. 
FINANCIAL COLLAPSE. 

Lonpon, Jan. 4.—The Times, in ites financial 
article, bas the following: It seems from 
recent articles in the Moscow Gazelle that great 
stagoation prevails in the grain trade in Southern 
Russia.

HOW A CONFEDERATE EARNED HIS FREEDOM. 
The Knoxville Press and Herald of a recent 
date has the following: 
In conversation the other day with a merchant in 


this city, who, during the War, was s member of the 
immortal Stonewall brigade, he told the following, of 


In April, 1364, be was among the number of 
Confederate prisoners confined at p Douglas 
the commandant of which was. Col. B. J

Sweet, a offiver and true gentleman, 
When the news of the assassination of President Lin- 
coln was received, the flag was lowefed to haif-mast 
asa mark of respect; but owing to tho great height 
of the staff, the banner, which was of the l.rgest size, 
‘was blown so far out that there was imminent danger 
of the lanyard giving way, when it would come down 
with a run. 

To obviate this it was determined to send s man to 
the top of the staff and remove the pulley, intending 
to replace it at a point half way down, and a volunteer 
was culied from among the guards to perform the 
patrio ic service. Tae danger was grest, and the com- 
mandant offered a discharge from the service to the 
man who would clim» the giddy height. With this in- 
ducement a young man siépped forward and an- 
nounced bis resdin2ss to mike the attempt. 

He was then furnished with a pair of leg guards, 
containiug swail, ebarp projections, eo nc thing simiiar 
to thee worn by te.egr ph constructionists, and witu 
a stout belt buckled around his waist and encir. ling 
the flagstaff, he commenved the toliwome asvent.

BOSTON TALKING ABOUT IT. 

Spectai Lusputen to rhe Chicago Tribune, 
Boston, Jao. 4. — The affuirs of the Eastern 
Railroao are siuil the uppermost topic in tha mind 
of the public.. Stoekhoiders are begiuning to in- 
quire what the personal habilities of Direc'ors 
may be. There have been 60 many transactious 
conpected with railway mausgement of late that 
look like swindles that tbs vicums see that there 
cannot be a healchy state of affaires until the 
Legislat ure. insteadof making ex post facto law, 
pass enactments defining the exact puvisbment 
for Driectors who ebail violace the charters of 
their roads. It is held that the Eas.ern Directory 
vi lated the provisions of the Company's char- 
ter ia gnarantecing stocks or bonds 
of other roads, io leasing roads outside its 
charter limits, and more especially in going out 
of the State to make investments. This, if true, 
leaves the Directors of the Eastern in a very 
bad position. A petition was recently signed by 
the necessary pumber of stockholders asking 
for a special meeting to consider the road's dif- 
ficulties. Instead, however, of acting upon it, 
and calling the special meeting. the. Board 
called in a commission of eminent lawvers for 


consultation —gentlemen who do not usually 
act in apy case without a fat retuiner. 
These geutlemen were B. F. Bader, 


E. R. Hoar, Charles Levi Woodbury, Sydney 
Bar.lett, aud the attorney of the road, Wiliam 
G. Russell. The moct impo:tant recommenda- 
tion embodied ia their report was that the Di- 
rectors apply to the Legislature as soon as it as- 
eeumbies aod ask for an act enabling them to 
make a first mortgage on the road of 10.000.000. 
ibe same to begiu at low rates of interest, the 
bouds to bear 3 per cent interest the firs: 
vear, 6 per cent for the second, 5 for 
the thi 6 for the fourth, and not 
to rise above that race thereafter. There is one 
little peculiarity about this scheme.—a little bit 
of a mistake, which no equal number of busi- 
ness men would ever make, —and that is, that it 
leaves certainly $5,000,000, and most probably 
$6,000,000, of 1odebteJness uoprovided for, and 
creates a class of preferred creditcrs,—an ex 
post facto mode of procedure quite coutrary to 
the law of this Commonwealth. The Legisla- 
tare could not pass any such act as that called 
for by this scheme, aud, if it did, it would vot 
be constitutional. It may, perbaps, be intended 
to get up a nice little svndicate, and, by buving 
in the notes and bonds of indebtedness at their 
depreciated value, brug down the total indeot- 
edness of tne road $6,000,000.
